312 Circuit Court Defend- 
ants Allowed Lesser 
Counts on Arraign- 
ment When Trial Had 
Not Been Set. 


Approximately 800 of 1300 de- 
fendants who pleaded guilty in 
felony cases in circuit court in 
1946 were permitted to receive 
sentence on reduced charges on 
recommendation of the circuit at- 
torney's office, it was learned to- 
day. 

In addition to the 480 cases Set 
for trial that were disposed of by 


reducing the charge, as disclosed 
by the Post-Dispatch yesterday, 
there were also 312 defendants 
permitted to plead on lesser 
charges on arraignment, when the 
cases had not yet been set for 
trial. 

When arraigned in Circuit Court 
the defendant merely enters a plea 
of guilty or not guilty. If a not 
guilty plea is made, the case is 
set for trial. 

Arraignment Disposal Cases. 

Of the 518 felony charges dis- 
posed of at arraignment last year, 
312 were reduced, most of them to 
misdemeanors. The net result was 
the imposition of jail or work- 
house sentences or fines in the 
Majority of cases, as prison sen- 
tences cannot be given for mis- 
demeanors. 

Sixteen charges, either on indict- 
ment by the grand jury or infor- 
mations issued by the Circuit At- 
torney, were dismissed by nol pros 
at arraignment. 

In 88 per cent of the grand 
larceny cases, the charge was re- 
duced to petit larceny by the Cir- 
cuit Attorney's representatives 
when the defendants pleaded guil-' 
ty upon arraignment. There were 
61 such cases disposed of, with re- 
ductions made in 54 to petit 
larceny, a misdemesnor. 

The reductions for burglary sec- 
ond-degree and larceny were 85 
per cent. In 73 instances, this 
charge also was reduced to petit 
larceny. 

In Division 10, petit larceny 
was substituted as a charge for 
grand lerceny in 39 of 63 cases in 
which guilty pleas were entered, 
while five were reduced to bur- 
giary second-degree only, a felony. 
In the other two criminal divi- 
sions—11 and 12—there were pro- 
portionately less reductions to 
petit larceny and more to bur- 
giary second-degree. 

For example, in Division 11, out 
of 42 cases of burglary second- 
decree and larceny, 20 were re- 
duced to petit larceny and 18 to 
burglary second-degree. Of 
euch cases in Division 12, the rec- 
erds show reductions to petit lar- 
ceny on 14 occasions and to burg- 
lary second-degree on 15. 

Judge's Comment on Case. 

In one of the Judges’ trial dock- 
et books, where dispositions of 
cases are recorded, the following 
entry was made by Circuit Judge 
Waldo C. Mayfield last Oct. 28 in 
a case in which the defendant was 
charged with disposing of chattels 
mortgaged and with executing a 
second-deed fraduiently: 

“Nolle prosequi entered by state 
over my better judgment. I have 
hesitated to make this entry. Cir- 
euit Attorney’s office was used 
only as a collection agency.”

1. The Northwind will undertake 
to tow the Merrick to Wellington, 
New Zealand, for drydock repairs 
as soon as the weather abates in 
the storm-tossed ice pack, | The 
transport Yancey, sister ship to 
the Merrick, will accompany the 
two as an emergency vessel on the 


1500-mile journey. 
2. A long-planned survey and 


scouting operation tof McMurdo 
Sound to study scientific, geologi- 
cal and wild life features of that 
area has been abandoned. 

3. The Burton Island alone will 
evacuate the almost 200 air opera- 
tions personnel at Little America, 
but not substantially ahead of 
schedule. 

Only the command ship, the 
U.S.S. Mt. Olympus, will remain in 
the Scott Island area during the 
approximately three weeks re- 
quired to close out R. Adm. Rich- 
ard E. Byrd's long-range air pro- 
gram at the barrier-ice base.

Répresentative Howard Elilott 
of Ladue discussed the shooting 
last Saturday of J. Vincent Rear- 
don, 150 South Price road, Ladue, 
by his 14-year-old daughter Mary 
Catherine, in stressing the need 
for state clinical services in deal- 
ing with emotional disorders in 
children, 

“The shocking case of Mary 
Reardon in St. Louis county calls 
attention to the necessity of pro- 
viding better care for juveniles,” 
Elliott told the House. He dis- 
cussed the girl’s home environ- 
ment, including Mary Catherine’s 
statement that her mother drank 
Elliott cited also the 
fact that Mrs. Reardon's brother 
is in the State Penitentiary for 
killing a man in 1941. 

Action Not Early Enough. 
“Such conditions cause disturb- 
ances in children, but we do not 
get hold of them soon enough,” 
Elliott observed. “It is not enough 
to say that certain children are 
bad, or that they are ‘spoiled 
brats, when their minds and 
nervous systems are not function- 
ing properly, and the children are 
just as sick as if they had tubercu- 
losis. 

“Up to now our approach to this 
problem has been as archaic and 
medieval as witchcraft. I do not 
hold out this measure as a 
panacea, but it is in keeping with 
modern methods and the best 
thought on the subject today.” 

The measure, one of 26 pro- 
posals recommended by the Chil- 
dren's Code Commission to im- 


ordered perfected by the House 
without opposition.

}1948 presidential nomination, the 


President read from a prepared 
statement: 

“In view of certain comment re- 
garding the presidency, I wish to 
say that there has been no change 
in my attitude since the statement 
I read to you on Nov. 11, 1946. 

“The presidency is being con- 
ducted now just as it was then. It 
will continue to be so conducted. 

“That is to say, I intend to con- 
tinue to act in this office as the 
agent of the American neople, 
without regard to my personal 
political fortunes. I repeat what 
I said on Nov. 11, when I pledged 
the executive to co-operate in 
every proper manner with the 
Congress.” 

“As President of the United 
States I am guided by a simple 
formula: to do in all cases from 
day to day, without regard to 
narrow political considerations, 
what seems to me to be best for 
the welfare of all our people.’” 

Sticks by Lilienthal. 

Truman declared that he was 
supporting David E. Lilienthal for 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission all the way. through. 
Lilienthal, the President said, is 
fully and thoroughly qualified for 
the post, and he added he will 
stay with him through the end.

war project, 

The plane, a flying wing of les 
than 30-foot span, was first flown 
on July 5, 1944, by test pilot Harry 
Crosby. Only a limited number of 
persons knew of the »plane’s 
existence and less than that num- 
ber witnessed the flight at Harper 
Dry Lake, near Barstow, Calif. 

Unless the enemy had flown a 
rocket prior to that time, it was 
the first man-controlled flight of 
a rocket. 

Because of the _ revolutiona 
concept behind the “rocket. wing, 
the. Army Air FPorce ordered it 
designated “secret” until yester- 
day’s announcement by Northrop 
Aircraft. 

The principles of the “rocket 
wing” were used by Northrop in 
its Flying Ram xP-79, a prone- 
pilot fighter with a heavy armored 
wing designed to shear off the 
wings of enemy aircraft. The Fly- 
ing Ram, built on the rocket plane 


pattern, was the world’s first jet-| 


powered flying wing. 

Northrop reported the rocket 
Ship was conceived in September 
1942, and an Army contract for 
its construction was let in 1943. 

Racing against time because 
Germany was working on a simi- 
lar plane, Northrop joined forces 
with Aerojet Engineering Corp. 
The Aerojet firm then was build- 
ing its XCAL-200 motor, a true 
rocket motor as _ distinguished 
from jet-type engines, 

A 427-pound rocket unit was in- 
Stalled in the plane, which was 
taken to Harper Dry Lake for its 
est, 

On the morning o*% July 5, 1944, 
Crosby climbed into the prone 
cockpit of the airplane, which 
was linked by a long tow line to 
a Lockheed’ twin-engine P-38 
piloted by Capt. Martin Smith, 
After being towed into the air 
Crosby released the tow line at 
about 8000 feet. Bracing his head 
in the suports which enabled him 
to look straight ahead, Crosby 
pressed the rocket motor trigger 
on his control stick. 

For five minutes Crosby shot 
through the air while 31 gallons 
of rocket propellant were ex- 
hausted. Then he brought the 
two-ton rocket down for a land- 
ing. 

The flight proved that the Aero- 
jet rocket motor was not powerful 
enough for military use but .Nor- 
throp used information gained in 
this and other tests in perfecting 
the Flying Ram, for it switched 
to jet propulsion.

Making ‘Work-Bench’ 
Survey That Jobhold- 
ers Oppose Bargaining 
on Industry-wide Basis. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP)— 
Representative Gwinn (Rep.), New 
York, back from a “work-bench” 
survey, reported today he found 
rank and file jobholders strongly 
in favor of improving the Wagner 
labor Relations Act and barring 
industry-wide wage bargaining. 
Reaction to the closed shop, Gwinn 
told a reporter, “was very mixed.” 

Gwinn flew to Nashville and In- 
dianapolis to obtain opinions of or- 
dinary working men for the House 
Labor Committee. A committee 
member, he plans a similar trip 
shortly to Rochester, Syracuse and 
Yonkers, N. Y. 

The committee is considering 
general labor legislation, including 
numerous proposals to rewrite the 
Wagner Act and its provisions 
guaranteeing unions bargaining 
rights, 

Today's first witness was Rep- 
resentative Miller (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka, author of four bills which he 
said would preserve free collective 
bargaining while “stopping speci- 
fic abuses.” 

Miller said he believed that the 
present “labor peace psychology is 
only temporary and that once the 
threat of direct action is removed, 
they will be up to their old tricks.” 

Chairman Hartley (Rep.), New 
Jersey, hopes to get a labor bill to 
the House floor for a vote by 
March 15. But he said the com- 
mittee will hold back its bill if the 
Senate Labor Committee hasn't 
sent a measure to the Senate for 
debate by that time. The Senate 
committee held no hearing today. 

Hartley said he had talked 
things over with Chairman Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, of the Senate Labor 
Committee and “there is no lack 
of harmony.”

Senator Morse (Rep.), Oregon, 
said when Reed had finished that 
the charges were so explicit and 
so damaging to NLRB that he 
wanted a copy of the testimony 
served on the chairman of the 
board with a request that he reply 
to them by memorandum, and, if 
the committee should decide to 
hear him, by testimony. 

The acting chairman of the eom- 
mittee, Senator Smith (Rep.), New 
Jersey, agreed that this would be 
done. At the NLRB office it was 


said there would be no immediate 
public reply to Reed's charges, 
but that Chairman Paul M. Herzog 
would welcome an opportunity to 
testify. 

When Morse made his sugges- 
tion that NLRB be called on to 
answer Reed's charges against it, 
the lawyer hastened to add that 
in justice to present members 
of the board, he should say that 
some who were members Of it at 
the time of the actions about 
which he complained are not mem- 
bers now. 

La Follette Report Cited. 
Senator Murray (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, interrupted Reed’s testimony 
about the NLRB effort “to stamp 
out an employe representation 
lan at Weirton” to bring up a 
report of the La Follette Civil Lib- 
erties Committee of the Senate 
about 10 years ago. 
That committee, Murray said, 
had reported that in the years 
1933-86 the company had hired la- 
bor spies and spent $23,000 for 
“industrial munitions” including 
pistols and tear gas. This was the 
period when unions now powerful 
and assertive were in their infant 
stage. 

Reed replied that the courts had 
reversed the finding of the La Fol- 
lette committee. 

“Whatever may have been the 
situation in 1935,” Reed said, 
“there is no worker in the country 
today who does not thoroughly 
know his legal rights to join or 
not to join a union. 

“There is no longer any need for 
sealing the lips of an employer 
about union matters as long as 
he confines himself to comment 
and does not indulge in pressure 
or intimidation. 

“If employes want an indepen- 
dent union today, it is not because 
they are uninformed of their 
rights and it is not because of any 
wink or nod of the employer indi- 
cating his desire.” 

Company Domination Issue. 
Weirton employes, he said, want 
and have an independent union 
which represents about 90 per cent 
of them. The independent union> 
he said, has obtained contracts 
generally better than those else- 
where in the steel industry, and 
the company has not lost an hour’s 
work or a ton of steel since its 
employes were organized. 

After passage of the Wagner 
Act, other organizations of Weir- 
ton employes sprang up. The 
NLRB sought to eliminate them 
on the ground that they were 
successors of groups fostered by 
the company. 

The question of whether or not 
they were is still in litigation be- 
fore the United States Court of 
Appeals. Having reached that 
point in his narrative of Weir- 
ton’s labor relations, Reed figura- 
tively peeled off his coat and 
took out after the NLRB and 
CIO. 
NLRB “Coaching” Charged. 
“The labor board,” he _ said, 
“tried in every way to wipe out 
the independent union existing at 
Weirton, even to installing board 
representatives in the CIO union 
headquarters to coach paid CIO 
organizers as to the methods they 
should use to get on the payroll] 
in the company’s shell plant.” 

(Here, as elsewhere, the writer 
uses the term “independent” with 
the connotation intended by the 
witness, The reader should re 
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member the NLRB position is 
that the union of Weirton em- 
ployes is not truly independent.) 
“Furthermore,” said Reed, 
“board representatives attended 
secret conferences at which CIO 


‘hes leaders paid bribes to officers of 


the independent union to induce 
them to betray it by going over 
to the CIO, while at the same 
time holding their offices in the 
independent wnion.”

Statute of Limitations, 

Reed’s suggestion for legisla- 
tion to solve the Weirton com- 
pany’s problems was a statute of 
limitations which would grant 
bargaining status to organizations 
of employes which might have 
been at one time company-domi- 
nated, 


“What difference does it make,” 
he asked, “if the independent union 
was blessed by the employer years 
ago or if it is a theoretical de 
scendant of a dominated union? 

“If it is still the choice of the 
workers it ought to be entitled to 
function, It is ridiculous to say 
that because it has officers who 
were connected with some earlier 
so-called dominated union it is 
therefore to be condemned. 


“There are natural leaders 
among the men who would rise 
to leadership in any union, and 
it is quite to be expected that you 
would find some identity of lead- 
ership between a new independent 
union and a former independent 
union.” 

The statute of limitations which 
Reed suggested was that acts done 
a year before a petition for certi- 
fication of a bargaining represent- 
ative should not be considered by 
the NLRB in determining whether 
an independent union is entitled 
to a place on a ballot to decide 
who should bargain for employes. 


This, of course, would. exclude 
from consideration what the 
La Follette committee reported 
some 10 years ago about the 
Weirton Company’s labor policies. 

Reed had one other major point 
to make. That dealt with NLRB 
interpretation of what the Wag- 
ner Act means by a “current labor 
dispute.” 


He said this phrase had been so 
distorted by the board that the 
risk had been taken out of strik- 
ing. He referred to the fact that 
the NLRB can order reinstate- 
ment of strikers, with back pay, 
if it holds that their strike was 
justified, even though the strike 
may not be the will of rank and 
file workers, and even though it 
may continue for a year or more. 


“The net result of this combi- 
nation of circumstances,” Reed 
continued, “is that leaders and ac- 
tive supporters of an unpopular 
strike can sit back and wait for- 
ever, because in most states they 
can draw compensation and in all 
states they can take temporary 
jobs, with the assurance that un- 
til the last man is hired they can 
get their jobs back.” 

Reed distinguished between 
strikes which result from an un- 
fair labor practice, by the employ- 
er and those which are a simple 
test of the economic strength of 
a union and the employer—where 
the union strikes for more money 
or better working conditions. 

60-Day Limitation. 

In the former case, he said, the 
employe’s right to return to his 
job on termination of the strike 
should be preserved; in the lat- 
ter employes ought to be made to 
realize that the strike is their 
weapon and their responsibility — 
that it is a two-edged sword. 

So he proposed that after such 
a strike had gone on for 60 days 
it should no longer be regarded 
a “current labor dispute.”

What this means is that if an 


employer withstood the strike for 


two months, he could hire a new 
working force and the strikers 


‘would have to look elsewhere for 


their livelihood. 

“It may seem callous to urge 
that these possibilities should be 
retained,” Reed said, “but the 
plain truth of the matter is that 
if strikes are recognized as serious 
steps, to the men who participate 
as well as to the employer, they 
will find that the weapon will be 
limited to serious issues and will 
not be used when a few people 
want to go hunting or don’t want 
to work with the man at the next 
machine.”

Requested It. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP)— 
The White House said today that 
President Truman “hasn't the 


faintest intention” of withdrawing 
David E. Lilienthal’s nomination 
for chairman of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission. 

Presidential Secretary Charles 
G. Ross told a press conference 
the President “ig not going to 
withdraw the nomination’ and 
then added, “he has not the faint- 
est intention of withdrawing the 
nomination.” 

In response to a question as to 
whether the former chairman of 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
had asked for withdrawal of his 
name from the Senate, Ross re- 
plied with a blunt “He has not.” 

Ross spoke after Senator Hatch 
(Dem.), New Mexico, a Lilienthal 
supporter, said that in a talk with 
Truman today he got the impres- 
sion the President would insist on 
confirmation of the nominee. 

Statement by Hatch. 

“T came away with the very 
definite impression the President 
has no idea of withdrawing his 
(Lilienthal’s) nomination,” Hatch 
told reporters. 

“My conviction is that Mr. 
Lilienthal should be confirmed,” 
Hatch said, adding: “Tactics of 
opposing every nomination that 
comes up in the Senate even to 
the extent of reviling and con- 
demning the nominees, ultimately 
will result in the Government not 
being able to obtain men of 
character and responsibility to 
carry on the functions of govern- 
ment.” 

Two other Senators already had 
added their support today for 
Lilienthal in the seesaw contest 
over his confirmation. A top Ad- 
ministration official previously 
said Truman would allow the fight 
to go to the Senate floor rather 
than withdraw the nomination. 

Morse, Sparkman Backing, 

Senators Sparkman (Dem.), 
Alabama, and Morse (Rep.), Ore 
gon, told a reporter they would 
vote for the former. chairman of 
the. Tennessee Valley Authority. 

(The United Press reported that 
Senate Democrats believed that 
Lilienthal would be confirmed if 
a vote were taken in the imme- 
diate future. They foresaw the 
possibility, however, that any ex- 
tended delay would enable the op- 
position to build up its forces. 

(The balance of power appeared 
to rest with a sizable group of 
Republicans who were reported 
on the fence at present.) 

Sparkman said he considered 
the anti-Lilienthal evidence pre- 
sented to the Joint Congressional 
Atomic Energy Committee “just a 
smoke screen that is completely 
without substance. I don’t see how 
anybody could rely on that sort of 
evidence to vote against his con- 
firmation,” he added. Sparkman 
has attended many of the com- 
mittee sessions, now in their third 
week. 

Morse said, “I think Mr. Lilien- 
thal has clearly demonstrated a 
record of outstanding and able 
public service that is at least 
equal to that of his detractors.” 

Of three Senators who took a 
public stand on the issue yester- 
day, two opposed Lilienthal as a 
“New Dealer” whose confirmation 
would clash with what they called 
a mandate from the people last 
election day.

“The sheriff’s position is that 
the circuit judges have no author- 
ity to supervise the sheriff’s of- 
fice; that that ‘authority lies ex- 
clusively in the sheriff. There 
are no deputy sheriffs who are 
not performing their duties satis- 
factorily. We have no positive 
knowledge of any deputy sheriff 
doing outside work, while it has 
come to our attention from time 
to time that some deputy sheriffs 
do extra work, we know of no 
deputy sheriff who has another 
permanent position. 

“I had the chief deputy make 
inquiries among the deputy sher- 
iffs and he was informed by them 
that none of them had another 
position at the time they were em- 
ployed.” 

Schuler reported that none of 
his deputies hold outside employ- 
ment. Berger listed three deputies 
who hold outside jobs on a part- 
time basis, and the judges ruled 
this was not objectionable inas- 
much as the outside jobs do not 
constitute regular employment.

Warns of Starvation Abroad. 

Secretary Patterson, in a pub- 
lic statement quoted Gens. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, Douglas 
MacArthur, Leslie McNarney and 
Carl Spaatz on the consequences 
of a billion-dollar reduction in 
Army expenditures next fiscal 
year. 

As to an additional $500,000,000 
ut proposed by the subcommittee 
for the civil functions of the 
Army, Patterson said that it 
would cause starvation in the oc- 
cupied areas. 

Speaking as the civilian head of 
the War Department, Patterson 
recalled that the Army’s requests 
for 1948 had been reduced 40 per 
cent by the department and the 
Budget Bureau before the Presi- 
dent made his recommendation of 
$6,800,000,000 to Congress. This 
reduction, he said, required cur- 
tailment of scientific research and 
forced the closing of many Army 
stations the Army wanted to re- 
tain in event of an emergency. 

The principal burden of another 
cut, he asserted, would fall on the 
air force, 

He reported that Gen. Spaatzj 
commander of the Army Air 
Forces, had warned him that if 
a billion-doller reduction were 
made, “in threg to five years we 
will have a second rate air force 
largely | equipped with obsolete 
planes.” 

The immediate effect of another 
major reduction, Patterson said, 
would be to cut the number of 
air combat groups from a planned 
55 to 35, with only three in the 
United States; lower procurement 
of airplanes from a proposed 900 
to 500; curtailment of the National 
Guard and organized reserves by 
50 per cent; reduction of the 
Army’s manpower by 200,000 to 
300,000 and material curtailment 
of the reserve officers’ training 
program.

Merrick from astern—acting as a 
second rudder for the crippled 
vessel. He figured the journey to 
New Zealand would take between 
18 and 25 days. 

Cruzen said other vessels in the 
force would not wait for the dry- 
dock repairs to be completed be- 
fore returning to the United 
States. 

The greatest loss, he explained, 
would be felt in the absence of 
the Northwind .from the final 
Little America eVacuation, which 
Cruzen feels to be second in im- 
portance only to the safe with- 
drawal of the big transports. 

Merrick’s Collision With Ice. 


The ironical and discouraging 
part of the night collision, said 
Cruzen, was the fact that it 
happened asthe big ships were 
negotiating the last piece of solid 
pack-ice before they would have 
been in the clear waters north of 
the pack.

and employers are hereby provid- 


ocrat, differs in detail from the 
New Jersey and Virginia seizure 
laws which have been described 
in the Post-Dispatch. Like them 
however, it is based on the prin- 
ciple, stated in the preamble, that 
public utilities “are so imbued 
with public interest that it is 
against public policy to permit the 
health, welfare, safety and inter- 
est of the people to be endangered 
by strikes or threatened strikes 
for the purpose of adjusting or 
settling disputes between em- 
ployes and owners.” 

Terms of Bill. 


The Maryland proposal, on 
which hearings are expected to be 
held shortly, would give the power 
to seize and operate threatened 
utilities to the State Public Serv- 
ice Commission rather than to the 
Governor, as provided by the Vir- 
ginia and New Jersey statutes. 

Under its terms the commission 
would be empowered to investi- 
gate the causes of public utility 
labor disputes, seek satisfactory 
solutions, issue temporary orders 
and make and enforce final: de- 
cisions. 

If the commission made find- 
ings unsatisfactory to the dispu- 
tants, either party or the Commis- 
sion could ask the Governor to 
appoint a special board of arbi- 
tration of three members, one 
chosen by management, one by 
the employes and the third to rep- 
resent the public, who would be 
the chairman. 

If the commission, as a result 
of its own investigation or on re- 
port from the arbitration board, 
should find that an increase in 
wages is indicated, it would have 
power to increase the _ rates 
charged by the utility provided 
the utility’s earnings were not al- 
ready sufficient to pay the in- 
creased wages and at the same 
time yield a fair return on invest- 
ment, 

The bill specifies that such 
wage increases shall be retroactive 


began its investigation. 


Right to Fix Wages. 

Should the labor dispute 
threaten suspension, limitation or 
cessation of the utility’s operation, 
the commission would be author- 
ized for the period of the emer- 
gency to take over and operate 
the utility, paying “a fair wage” to 
employes and providing for “a fair 
return or compensation” for the 
owners, 

The bill would make it unlawful 
for two or more persons to con- 
spire to injure any person or cor- 
poration in his or its business, 
labor, peace or security through 
boycott, discrimination, picketing 
or other means because of any 


corporation pursuant to an order 
of the commission under terms of 
the law. 

For direct violations of the law, 
penalties up to $1000 fine and jail 
sentences of up to one year or 
both are written in the bill, 
Heavier penalties—fines of up to 
$5000 and jail sentences up to two 
years or both—are prescribed for 
the officer of a public utility or 
of a labor union or an association 
of workers who would “willfully 
use the authority or influence of 
his position to impel or compel 
any other person to violate the 
la :

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FUND FOR STATE 
RESEARCHAGENCY 


$25,000 in Donnelly 
Budget Called Inade- 
quate — Heavy Tasks 
Assigned to Unit Cited.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13— 
Chairman Lewis H. Wallace of 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee today termed as “wholly 
inadequate” Gov. Donnelly’s bud- 
get recommendation for an allot- 
ment of only $25,000 for the Leg- 
islative Research Committee for 
_ the next fiscal] year. He said the 
Appropriations Committee would 
more than double the Governor's 
figure. It may treble it. 

The Executive Board of the Re- 
search Committee, which consists 
of members of the Legislature, 
asked for an appropriation of 
$55,000. The Governor reduced 
this more than 50 per cent in his 
" budget. 

While the members of the com- 
mittee recognize the fact that the 
Governor will have the last word 
through the power to veto any 
amount he sees fit in an appro- 
priation bill, Wallace and Senator 
R. Jasper Smith, Republican floor 
leader, said they did not antici- 
pate any dificulty in convincing 
the Governer that a much larger 
amount than he recommended 
was needed. 

Heavy Volume of Work. 

Since the $55,000 request was 
made, a heavy volume of work 


~* has been placed on the research 


committee by the Legislature, 
which has directed it to assist in 
surveys of the educational system 
of the state, the eleemosynary 
institutions and the _§ training 
schools for delinquent boys and 
giris. 

In addition, there is pending a 
bill to create a statute revision 
division in the research depart- 
ment, to carry on a continuous 
revision of the state statutes to 
replace the old system of having 
a revision only once every 10 
years. 

The purpose ef the Research 
Committee, which was created in 
1943, is to maintain a legislative 
library, to provide factual infor- 
mation for legislators on any sub- 
ject referred to it, and to make 
surveys requested by the Legisla- 
ture, and to draft bills for Legis- 
lators. 

For the first time in the state’s 
history, the Legislature was pro- 
vided with an efficient informa- 
tion service. Ht has been used 


‘that allotment in the budget to at 
least the $55,000 requested, and 
that the increase would be voted 
by the Legislature. 

The appropriation for the fiscal 
ea ending June 30, 1946, was 
$100,000, of which $78,470.11 was 
expended, leaving a balance of 
more than $20,000. That was a pe- 
riod of unusually heavy work, the 
committee having to do the re- 
search and prepare several hun- 
dred bills to revise the state laws 
to conform to the provisions of 
the new constitution. That work 
is virtually completed, but if the 
law for a statute revision depart- 
ment is passed, the next two or 
three years will find the commit- 
tee with heavy duties. 


the complete revision of the 
statutes could be made by the re- 
search committee at an expense of 
about $100,000, which would De half 
the cost of the 1939 revision made 
by a “gravy train” committee of 
the Legislature. After that ini- 
tial expenditure, he said, the con- 
tinuous revision should cost the 
state not more than $15,000 a year, 
and there never again would arise 
a necessity for a complete new 
revision at high expense.

“We cannot afford to give our 
competitors the finest machinery, 
made on credit, to be used by 
workmen receiving less than half 
the wages paid fn this country 
and then rmit the resulting 
product to be sold at prices to put 
our workmen out of their jobs,” 
he said. ' 

Taft explained that he favored 
rate-making by the Tariff Com- 
mission under standards fixed by 
Congress, supplemented by recip- 
rocal trade agreements which do 
not violate those standards. He 
has conceded, however, that the 
present program cannot be 
changed until 1948, when the au- 
thority expires. 

Taft Calls for Tax Cut. 

Taft, calling for a reduction in 
taxes equal to 20 per cent of the 
present income tax yield, laid 
down a general program for Re- 
publicans in Congress. 

“We want no detailed control of 
prices, wages or distribution,” he 
said. “We are determined to pre- 
vent any monopoly control by in- 
dustry which destroys the liberty 
of economic law and may destroy 
the liberty of the people: them- 
selves. 

“We want no arbitrary control 
by labor leaders restricting the 
individual to work or upsetting 
the proper relations between the 
income of industrial employes, of 
farmers and of white-collar work- 
ers.”

Pecou wrote that he had admit- 
ted to Judge Bramham that he 
had engaged in “outside” gam- 
bling, but added: 

“Il have never gambled as a 
means of livelihood but only as a 
pastime, wagering small amounts. 

If I am barred from profes- 
sional basel@ill on this charge, 
which is based on circumstantial 
evidence, I would like to know 
why a large percentage of major 
and minor league players are not 
barred on the same charge. I 
feel 1 am getting a raw deal in 
this respect. 

“I would also like to know why 
I was never presented with a 
book of rules outlining what I 
could or couldn’t do while I was 
a member of the association and 
what constituted conduct  detri- 
mental to professional baseball.” 

He denied a statement, attrib- 
uted in a news article to Bram- 
ham, that “bookies wore Houma 
uniforms after being thrown out 
of New Orleans in a civic clean- 
up.”

boxing champion in the early 1930s, died suddenly today in a cocktail | 


lounge he had managed since his 
ago. He was 42 years old.

of Shea he defeated Chris 
talino, featherweight champion, in 
a non-title bout in 1931. The 
previous year he reached the chal- 
lengers’ rating with a victory over 
Fidel La Barba in Cleveland. He 
retired from the ring in 1938 after 
a loss to Kid Chocolate in 1932. 


One Bout Here Drew $37,171. 

Shea boxed seven bouts in St. 
Louis from 1929 until 1932. He 
won them all except a no-decision 
130-pound junior lightweight title 
match with Benny Bass at the 
Arena, March 28, 1930. He knocked 
out Phil O’Dowd in one round, Fay 
Kosky in two, Andy Martin in two 
and Henry Falegano in two. He 
won on decision from Johnny Kai- 
ser and Young Montreal, 

His bout with Bass at the Arena 
drew 11,299 persons who paid $37,- 
181.66, but left behind it a trail of 
suspicion on the part of the fans 
which many blame to this day for 
the fact that boxing is not more 
popular here, 

The program was under the di- 
rection of Tom Packs, wrestling 
promoter. 

Harry Ertle, an Eastern referee, 
was named to handle the bout and 
he had the reputation of being a 
personal official for Bass. When 
it became known that he would 
officiate, the public interest waned. 
The advance sale of tickets had 
amounted to about $32,000, but 
only $5000 more came in at the 
doors whereas a crowd of more 
than 20,000 and receipts of $50,000 
had been anticipated. 

There was a feeling that Bass 
carried Shea for the purpose of a 
rematch in Chicago where it was 
thought a larger purse could be 
obtained. 

In any event, Shea was not 
blamed for any skullduggery. He 
knocked out Martin here in 1931 
at the Arena on an all-star card 
and that bout, too, came under 
suspicion when it was charged 
that Martin had taken a light 
punch for a knockout. Again Shea 
was absolved and his last appear- 
ance here was in 1932 when he 
knocked out Henry Falegano in

SHANGHAI, Feb. 13 (AP)—The 
shaky Chinese dollar, holding rel- 
atively steady in Shanghai at 14,- 
000 to $1 United States, was quoted 
in Nanking today at 8000 to the 
American dollar, providing one 
more puzzle in China’s tangled 


currency picture, 

Associated Press correspondent 
Harold Milks reported from Nan- 
king that it appeared doubtful any 
action would be taken to conscript 
fortunes held abroad by Chinese 
in this country because of inter- 
national complications and the 
fact that most of the fortunes in- 
volved are held by politically im- 
portant persons. 

The National Salvation Daily, 
anti-Communist newspaper | pub- 
lished in Nanking, attributed the 
recent inflation of Chinese cur- 
rency to large-scale bwying by 
Communists, absorption of gold by 
politicians out of power, profiteer- 
ing by speculators, hoarding of 
gold and general distrust of Chi- 
nese currency. 

The newspaper urged that prof 
iteers be shot, regardless of their 
position, adding that “the future 
of the Kuomintang (Government 
party) largely depends on whether 
it can successfully cope with the 
present crisis.” 

In Shanghai, former Minister of 
Finance, H. H. Kung and his elder 
son, David, publicly denied rumors 
they had engaged in gold and cur- 
rency manipulations. Kung re- 
quested the Central Bank of China 
to publish the names of principal 
buyers of gold. 

An order to stop the circulation

was about 389,000, a report of the 
Census Bureau disclosed, 


In the six and one-half year pe- 
riod between March 1940 and last 
October, the number of employed 
women increased by 37 per cent, 
from 102,000 to 140,000. 

Unemployment last October was 
estimated at 24,000, or 34,000 less 
than the number reported for 
March 1940, when the city had 
not begun to feel the ‘effects of 
the wartime expansion of industry. 

The civilian labor force of St. 
Louis, considered to be the num- 
ber of persons 14 years old or over 
who are either employed or look- 
ing for work, rose from 382,000 in 
March 1940 to about 413,000 last 
October, a rise attributed almost 
entirely to the influx of women. 
The number of men remained 
about the same. 

The number of unemployed ci- 


vilians in 1946 totaled only about 
6 per cent of the civilian labor 
force as compared to about 15 per 
cent in 1940, 

The census figures apply to per- 
sons living in the city. Presumably 
some of them go to East St. Louis 
or Wellston, for example, to work, 
but there is no breakdown on this. 

In presenting these figures, J. 
C. Capt, director of the bureau, 
explained that the data were not 
entirely comparable because dif- 
ferent methods of interviewing 
were used and because a smal!

HE intense cold of this last two et with its grim effect upon 

transportation has not only brought home to us all how vital the 

coal problem is, both here and elsewhere in Europe; it has also 
put the economic problem that Great Britain must face in the next 
three years in the foreground of everyone’s, thoughts. 


It is clear that the essentials of 
the problem turn upon four fac- 
tors, one of which is outside Brit- 
ish control... There must be an all- 
over increase in the output from 
the mines. There must be a really 
considerable increase of man 
power available for the productive 
effort. There must be rigorous 
economy in the domestic consump- 
tion of luxury goods and less 
wastage in general overhead Costs, 
especially in distributive costs. The 
fourth factor is that increasing 
prices in the United States neces- 
sarily mean the cutting down of 
our purchase from the American 
loan to the absolute minimum of 
urgent requirements. 

The miners are doing admirably 
fn difficult conditions; an appre- 
ciably smaller working force is 
producing more coal, and each 
miner shows an increase in output 
per man hour. But the mining 
industry badly needs more coal- 
eutting machinery and this is not 
yet available. It also needs more 
men. It does not appear likely 
that, until] the plans of the new 
National Coal Board have im- 
proved the general conditions of 
the industry, it will be able very 
easily to overcome the impact of 
the old and bad traditions of the 
industry in the past, and that 
therefore, voluntary recruiting will 
be on a smal) scale. 

Use of Foreign Labor. 

Under these circumstances I be- 
lieve the Government has no real 
alternative to the recruitment of 
foreign labor for this purpose, 
The issue does not concern the 
miners alone; it affects so vitally 
every nook and cranny of our 
_ economic life that increased coal 

production takes precedence over 
any past tradition that stands in 
the of this: recruitment. Al- 
ready the Minister of Fuel must 
be seeking ways and means of 
meeting the coal problem of next 
winter. Both he and his Cabinet 
colleagues cannot fail to recognize 
that if, say, he had 40 million 
more tons to put into the scale of 
policy—it is not an exaggeration 
to say that the history of the 
world might be changed. 

The man power problem is vital. 
With the services demanding an 
army of a 1,500,000; with the rais- 
ing of the schoo)-leaving age with- 
drawing about 375,000 new en- 
trants into industry each year; 
and with a large scale exodus of 
women from industry, the situa- 
tion quite obviously becomes a 
serious one. There can be no 
going back on the raising of the 
school-leaving age; it is a reform 
that has been overdue for many 
years. The problem then becomes 
that of the demand of the serv- 
ices, an alarmingly large demand, 
the ability of industry, especially 
in the textile trades, to provide 
incentives which will attract 
women back to work, and the pos- 
sibility of recruiting foreign labor, 
above all skilled labor, under ap- 
propriate safeguards, to the num- 
ber of several thousand people. 

Let me add that hostility to 
this immigration is, granted the 
safeguards, nothing but ignorant 
folly. We have owed immense 
debts to foreign immigration in 
the past; we can do so again if 
we have the sense to use wisdom 
and imagination in cutting our 
coat to our cloth. Nor can’ any 
Socialist fail to feel a deep sense 
of alarm at the high priority 
given to service demands. Most 
of the public utterances of their 
leaders give one little confidence 
in their measures on the problems 
they confront. I add that the 
presence of 100,000 British troops 
in Palestine does not make one 
feel that there is any profound 
sense of proportion about the 
man power problem in Whitehall 

Wastage in Luxuries. 

The wastage in the luxury 
trades is a small item numerically 
but not seldom an item of real 
importance in fhe diversion of 
skill from industry serving the 
average consumer. But the wast- 
age in distribution is alarming 
Far too many people are inter- 
posed between consumer and pro- 
ducer. Waste in advertising, waste 
in insurance through quite unnec- 
essary duplication, waste in com- 
petitive deliveries of goods, waste 
in the employment of staffs. ‘oo 
many of whom are there less for 
the services they perform than 
for the “prestige” of the firm, im- 
press one on every hand. It {s 
inconceivable to any serious ob- 
server that the Minister of Labor 
should allow the betting firms to 
drain off so fantastic an amount 
of clerica] labor. It is fantastic. 
too, that entertainment and snort 
should be allowed to draw off so 
many who could otherwise be do- 
ing useful work. 

We need a planned distribution 
of man power; and we need to 
reduce the proportion of it which 
is devoted to what the great 
American economist, Thorstein 
Veblen, called “conspicuous waste” 
to fit the kind of society towards 
which we afte moving instead of 
that predatory capitalist society 
which dominated Great Britain be- 
fore the war. I do not believe 
we can leave this realm half 
planned, or indirectly planned. 

On the contrary, I think that

the very modest degree of social- 
ism this Government has intro- 
duced has far wider repercussions 
on general industry than is nor- 
mally realized—the better. The 
effective use of limited man power 
resources is a full-time job which 
needs the consistent attention of 
the ablest minds the Government 
can command, It is foolish not to 
realize that, in this realm, the 
easy days of the free and casual 
market for labor have gone for- 


ever. 
American Economy. 

We can, of course, do little to 
affect the American position. Un- 
til the rulers of the United States 
have learned the price they make 
the world pay for what they so 
curiously. call a “free economy” 
in which they take such great 
care to force open the world’s 
markets, while keeping their own 
as tightly closed as possible, an 
important aspect of our difficul- 
ties will remain a continuous fea- 
ture of the landscape. All we can 
do in this regard is, first, to be 
unafraid of cutting down on pur- 
chases from America, even if it 
means fewer films and less to- 
bacco; second, to hurry on trade 
development with other countries 
and especially with Russia, where 
the negotiations proceed with 
painful slowness; and, third, to 
pay far more attention than we 
are yet doing to the widening of 
the incentive to increased output 
among the workers. Here, as I 
venture to believe, even ministers 
like Sir Stafford Cripps fail to 
realize the significance of status 
in industry. Otherwise, his in- 
dustrial councils’ measure would 
have been a good deal less timid 
and tepid, 

No one can look at the picture 
before us without seeing that 
Toryism, backed by big business, 
is beginning to take the offensive 
against our move to socialism in 
a big way. We must not allow 


ourselves to be diverted from our | 


job by thunder from the right. 
In our courage to be realistic now, 
the whole future of democratic 
socialism is involved. 


WAR FREIGHT CARS NOW USED 
BY UNRRA TO AID SOUTH CHINA 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 13 (UP)—Bat- 
tered freight gondolas and boxcars 
that once carried Allied war ma- 
terials from the Persian gulf into 
Soviet Russia now are carrying 
relief cargoes into the devastated 
areas of South China. 

The cars were purchased by 
UNRRA at the end of the war to 
aid in the rehabilitation of China's 
transportation system. They were 
dismantled in Iran, shipped to the 
port of Kowloon and reassembled. 
Now about 1200 railway carriers, 
ranging from 560-ton freight cars 
to 20-ton gondolas, have been put 
into service. There were 18 loco- 
motives in the shipment of transit 
equipment and they have been re- 
habilitated, too. 

“If China had not received these 
freight cars from Persia, we would 
have had to wait at least two 
years for the delivery of new car- 
riers,” David Kinlaw, UNRRA 
liaison officer said. 


IZVESTIA IS UNIMPRESSED 
BY BRITISH NATIONALIZATION 


MOSCOW, Feb. 13 (AP) — 
Izvestia declared yesterday that 
the nationalization program of 
Britain’s Labor Government so far 
had not changed the distribution 
of national wealth, and that own- 
ers of enterprises still received 
their incomes as before. 

“Actually,” said the comment in 
the Soviet Government newspaper,

He was Consul General in Ber- 
lin during the early years of the 
Hitler regime. The records of the 
Department of State will show 
that no. representative of the 
United States in Europe at that 
time foresaw more clearly the 
dangers to world peace implicit 
in Nazism, or was so profoundly 
revolted by Hitler's crimes 
against humanity. The Nazis had 
no more bitter and no shrewder 
antagonist. 


In 1936 he was promoted by 
President Roosevelt to be Minis- 
ter to Austria, The service he ren- 
dered during the critical months 
prior to Austria’s annexation was 
even more valuable to this gov- 
ernment, 

Later, both as Ambassador to 
Cuba and as Ambassador to Mexi- 
co, he greatly advanced the in- 
terests of the United States. But 
this was invariably done in co- 
operation with the governments 
of those countries, with full re- 
spect for their legitimate rights, 
and without injury to the sus- 
ceptibilities of their nationals. 

He was a convinced believer in 
the Good Neighbor policy.

A Duty of Private Hospitals 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I wish to commend the Post-Dispatch 
on the recent articles regarding the 
chaotic conditions in the state hospitals 
of Missouri. 

It is appalling to think that conditions 
such as described exist in view of the 
great advancements that medical science 
has made in the treatment and care of 
mental cases. I do not condemn the 
personne! of these institutions; they are 
qualified and are doing their best under 
existing conditions. The solution for 
these conditions is not entirely their 
problem. 

Originally these institutions were built 
to care for mental patients over a period 
of years because facilities and methods 
of treatment in private hospitals could 
not assume their care. 

However, improved medical methods 
of treatment now make it the added re- 
sponsibility of private hospitals to main- 
tain divisions for the treatment and care 
of this type of patient, because in the 
majority of cases it is a question of 
weeks for these patients, by treatment, 
to be cured and returned to a normal 
life. This then would relieve the state 
hospitals of the burden of acute Cases. 
It would also remove the stigma which 
many patients and their relatives abhor 
—and which, in my opinion, could be 
corrected by public education. 

My suggestion is based on close ob- 
servation of a division for the treatment 
of nervous and mental diseases in one 
of our private hospitals where facilities 
are limited to only 16 beds. One hundred 
and nine patients were admitted to this 
division in 1946; 73 were discharged as 
recovered and 33 as improved. These 33 
returned as out-patients for further 
treatment. Fifty per cent were finally 
discharged as recovered, and the re- 
mainder are still under treatment and 
improving. In addition, 41 patients were 
not admitted to the hospital but were 
treated as out-patients, 25 of whom re- 
covered and 16 of whom are still under 
treatment. 

We must recognize that because of 
stress and strain as the result of past 
and present environmental conditions 
there is an increasing number of cases 
of this type of illness. 

It is my sincere hope that the proper 
authorities will give consideration to 
this subject. Every hospital should be 
equipped to treat these cases.

Mr. Madison’s Principle 


If it were a unique and isolated instance, the 
Supreme Court decision in the New Jersey 
parochial school case might attract little atten- 
tion. But this decision will not rest on some 
remote judicial plane. It lends abrupt support 
to an increasing and subtle encroachment on 
separation of church and state. 

By the thin margin of five to four, the court 
held that New Jersey could use public school 
funds to pay for transportation of Catholic 
parochial school students. Justice Black stated 
for the majority that this use of tax money was 
for general welfare and not for religious pur- 
poses. To withhold the money, he implied, would 
be discrimination. 

Justice Rutledge wrote a vigorous dissent. He 
pointed out that Catholics were free to choose 
whether to avail themselves of public schools 
and public funds. In his opinion, the majority’s 
distinction between use of money for welfare 
and for religious purposes was not a valid one. 


Parochial schools do teach religious doctrine. 
Public money used in any way to aid them does 
aid religious causes. This does contradict the 
purpose of the Bill of Rights which, Justice 
Rutledge said, was to create “a permanent 
separation of the spheres of religious activity 
and civil authority by comprehensively for- 
bidding every form of public aid or support for 
religion.” 

James Madison led the fight for that constitu- 
tional principle, as Justice Rutledge noted. The 
tyrannies, wars and rivalries of state religions 
had not ended in Europe when Madison wrote: 
“The freemen of America did not wait till 
usurped power had strengthened itself by exer- 
cise. . . .. They avoided the consequences by 
denying the principle.” 

Ninety years later, when President Grant 
advised the nation to “keep the church and state 
forever separate," James G. Blaine introduced a 
proposed constitutional amendment to do that 
explicitly. It lacked a few votes of passage, be- 
cause Congress did not think the amendment 
was needed. 

The first real assaults on the principle of 
separation came only after World War I, and 
came not from one sect, but from many. In the 
'20s, prejudice demanded government interjec- 
tion in religious affairs. In the ’30s, parochial 
schools caught in the depression looked for pub- 
lic assistance. 
state began to narrow. 

Today 12 states have laws requiring Bible 
reading in schools. In some places the anti- 
Catholic Ku Klux Klan was responsible. Six- 
teeen states provide for transportation assistance 
to parochial schools. Catholics backed these 
measures. In 10 states public school pupils may 
be dismissed from class to receive religious 
instruction in school or otherwise. Both Protes- 
tants and Catholics join in the practice. 

These statutes do not directly void the ancient 
principle; they nibble at it. Where the problem 
was clear, the Missouri Supreme Court held in 
1942 that “public money ... may not be used 
for the help of any religious sect in education or 
otherwise.” Where the issue was not too sharp, 
the United States Supreme Court held in 1930 
that states could supply public textbooks to 
parochial schools. 

Amid the legal confusion, it is clear that many 
citizens are taxed, however indirectly, to sup- 
port religious teaching in which they have no 
conviction. Tiny sectarian institutions are tempt- 
ed to demand support from states whose public 


‘ schools: already are improverished. School chil- 


dren are made conscious of doctrinal differences 
which have no place in public education, where 
they can only feed intolerance. 


But the astonishing thing is that after so many 
years of sturdy and jealousy-guarded independ- 
ence, religion is now considered so feeble as to 
need government help. The power of the state 
easily stretches with the extension of state as- 
sistance, In the words of Justice Rutledge: 


There cannot be freedom of religion safe- 
guarded by the state, and intervention by 
the church .. . in the state’s domain or de- 
pendence on its largesse. 


To which Justice Jackson adds: 


Religious teaching cannot be a private 
affair when the state seeks to impose regu- 
lations which infringe on it indirectly and 
a public affair when it comes to taxing citi- 
zens of one faith to aid another, or those 
of no faith at all.... 

If the state may aid these religious 
schools, it may therefore regulate them. 
Many groups have sought aid from tax 
funds only to find that it carried political 
controls with it. Indeed this court has de- 
clared that “it is hardly lack of due process 
for the Government to regulate that which 
it subsidizes.” 


The fundamental freedoms of thought and of 
conscience must never be risked for such a 
purchase. In the end, we think, that view will 
prevail with courts and religious leaders, for the 
principle stands with this republic.

Gen. Eisenhower’s last-minute appeal did not 
deter a joint budget subcommittee from voting 
8-to-2 to slash President Truman’s budget six 
billion dollars, including a cut of $1,750,000,000 
from the Army and Navy. Thus cavalierly did 
the subcommittee play politics with the national 
defense. Then Chairman Bridges of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, author of the suc- 
cessful motion, hurriedly announced that it 
“does not mean that there will be actual cuts 
in these amounts.” Taking that assurance at 
face value, the vote decided nothing. It only— 
and with incalculable seriousness—invited mis- 
interpretation by the other great military pow- 
ers. 

It seems beyond belief, in spite of the fanati- 
cal purpose of the Tabers and Dirksens to cut 
expenses at any cost, that Congress will finally 
curtail any essential defense activity. Neverthe- 
less, future action on appropriations bills can- 
not correct the present adverse effect on our 
foreign relations. Secretary Marshall will soon 
attend a Big Four Foreign Ministers’ Council at 
The 
American hope of strongly influencing the treaty 
terms rests in large part on the strength of our 
military establishment. Hence there is reason 
to fear, as Senators Gurney and Green and Rep- 
resentative Cannon do, that this casual knife 
in the defense budget will seriously embarrass 
Marshall, 

With less acute effect, the budgetary commit- 
tee has failed to do Congress's self-appointed 
task under the Reorganization Act. Its duty was 
to explore the main lines of the President's 
budget estimate with all diligence before Feb. 
15, so that its decision could provide a clear 
guide for executive officials and Congress’s own 
standing committees. But the leaders have 
seemed more concerned with what figure will 
make the most pleasant political impression than 
with examining the financial needs of govern- 
ment. In consequence, the subcommittee simply 
wielded Mr. Taber’s indiscriminate “‘meat-ax.” 


One hopes that its 3114-billion-dollar “limit” 
will suffice, but Gen. Eisenhower and other re- 
sponsible officials are sure it will not, and the 
committee has not bothered to hear their case. 
So the figure stands as mere unfulfilled wish- 
fulness. Neither the Congress nor anyone else 
-—except perhaps the Soviet Politburo—can have 
much confidence in it. 


Thus, for another year, the real limit on Fed- 
eral expenditures is left to the chance total of 
specific appropriations which will remain in 
foubt for weeks and months, while domestic 
government and foreign relations meanwhile 
suffer from indecision. Congress is self-con- 
demned once more to the disorderly financial 
planilessness which the Reorganization Act 
sought to cure. No wonder, then, if the people 
continue to criticize Congress, the board of di- 
rectors of the world’s largest business, for most 
unbusinesslike conduct.

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Who Flick Was 


Friedrich Flick was one.of the top men in the 
Nazi industrial empire which finally came to in- 


clude one way or another the most of Europe. 


He joined the “Friends of Himmler’ movement 
in 1932—before Hitler came to power. Running 
his far-reaching iron and steel enterprise, he 
joined in plundering occupied countries, in the 
enslavement of workers of other nationalities, 
in racial persecutions and other brutalities of 
the Nazi regime. He and his kind must share 
in responsibility for the infamy under Hitler.

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Test for Sweden’s Middle Way

Sweden's postwar economic situation is something like that of 
United States, writer says; prices are high and production is strug- 
gling; but nation clings patiently to its middle course; the people 
resist both class-conscious collectivism and free-swinging capitalism.

Whatever period of travail Sweden may 
be entering, it is not threatened with cold 
and hunger and want as are other parts 
of Europe. Food is strictly rationed, but 
the people have plenty to eat. Fuel is 
perilously short, but no one will freeze. 
There are no unemployed—on the contrary, 
an average of only 82 statistical job-hunters 
apply for every 100 jobs offered. 


But beneath the surface Sweden’s econ- 
omy is stretched as taut as a bowstring. 
Its industries are committed to a stagger- 
ing program of production and export de- 
spite critical shortages of materials and 
manpower. The state treasury, carrying 
a record national debt from the war years 
and planning record expenditures during 
the next decade, is lending a good sixth of 
the national income to foreign countries to 
finance Europe’s reconstruction. 

The price index, despite rigid price con- 
trol, is nudging the point where automatic 
wage increases will go into effect. Swedish 
employers and labor representatives have 
begun negotiating their annual contracts, 
and the negotiations promise to be bitterly 
contested; further additions to wages that 
are at the highest money level—though not 
real-income level—of all time are almost 


inevitable. 


Pressure From Two Sides 


_ There is an acute housing shortage, there 
is a plethora of money, there is a short- 
age of many, consumer goods. There is, 
in short, every necessary ingredient for a 
first-rate inflationary explosion. 

What gives a special significance to such 
a situation is, first, the fact that upon this 
load of dynamite is riding one of the most 
comprehensive programs of social planning 
that has ever been coupled with a basically 
private-enterprise economy and a thorough- 
ly democratic—by any definition you 
choose taxgive the word—political system. 

Though any comparison between such 
a small and tightly knit country and a 
giant, sprawling one cannot be very accu- 
rate, there is an intriguing parallel between 


Sweden and the United States today. Faced 
with very similar problems, Sweden has 
chosen, though not without dissenting 
voices, to stick by government control and 
planning to tide it through its time of crisis. 


Internally and externally its “middle way” 
is subjected to terrific pressures and pulls 
from both sides. The burning question in 
Sweden today is whether those forces can 
be resisted, forces that operate to drive it 
toward a more rigid, more arbitrarily class- 
conscious and perhaps less democratic so- 
ciety on the one hand and on the other 
toward an alignment with a free-swinging 
Western capitalism. 


Semblance of Stability 


The position in which World War II 
Placed Sweden was the beginning of its 
postwar crisis, The immediate injury was 
the disruption of foreign trade. The result 
was a heavy increase in trade with Ger- 
many to the point where during one period 
of the war the Third Reich was supplying 
54 per cent of Swedish imports. 


Food rationing came with the drop in 
imports of fats, fodder, and fertilizer, and 
with successive poor harvests in 1940 and 
1941. Price control was clamped on most 
goods, but not effectively until after steep 
living-cost rises had already taken place. 
Thus although the official index has been 
held fairly stable since 1943—food and rent 
in particular have been kept in close check 
throughout the war—it now stands at about 
243, with July, 1914, levels as 100. 

In the broad view, then, Sweden built 
up during the war to an economic situa- 
tion in many ways similar to that of the 
United States. There exists now a heavy 
backlog of purchasing power and consum- 
er demand, an unprecedented investment 
activity, particularly in the building indus- 
try, and marked shortages. 

The Swedes’ devotion to their “middle 
way”’—to the rational and practical and 
just approach—is real and lasting. But 
the “middle way” is coming in for a time 
of severe trial.

They quote me to 
the effect that St. Louis doesn’t deserve 
two major league teams, particularly be- 
cause St. Louis can’t support more than 
one team. All St. Louisans need do is take 
a look at the record. The Browns will 
never get out of the red—and now that the 
Browns have bought the only ball park in 
the town, the Cardinals must wade into 
financial difficulties up to their ears, be- 
cause the Cards must rent the park from 
the Browns, and take a beating on the 
choice dates (which the Browns will grab) 

. Either that, or the Cardinals must 
build a brand-new ball park. And I should 
say the Cardinals are not that financially 
sound, 

If major league baseball had any get-up- 
and-go, it would ram two big league teams 
into the West Coast*eimmediately—a team 
here, and another one in San Francisco.

The Same Old Forces? 


THE LOST WAR 
New York.) by Masuo Kato. (Alfred A. Knopf, 


Domei was the Japanese voice through 
which we heard about most of the Pacific 
war—via AP, UP and INS. Masuo Kato was 
a Domei correspondent who cased Wash- 
ington and London before the war, then, 
somehow—leave us guess—covered Japan 
durirg the war itself. 

The important contribution that this book 
makes is its survey of the effect of our 
half of the war on the Japanese half of 
the war. As a Japanese, Kato sees what 
goes on strictly in terms of what went on 
when our bombs fell—where they fell, how 
they fell, what they did. The Japanese had 
made overtures of surrender, but those in 
power in Washington considered it neces- 
sary to drop the A-bomb. Kato describes 
the result: 

Hiroshima, Aug. 6, 1945: “... the people 
he saw walking away from the flame-swept 
city ... they didn’t look remotely like 
human beings—more like so many ghosts 
- « « Some had skin hanging from their 
hands like gloves turned inside out and 
caught near the fingernails, Some were 
blind or partly so; others were stumbling 
along silently with the skin of their faces | 
burned off completely. It was a curious 
circumstance that any article of white 
clothing appeared to havé been untouched 
by the explosion, whereas that of any oth- 
er color was stripped or burned off.”

Ignoring the social implications, ft {s 
something to remember that the bitterness 
the Orientals of Japan feel about the con- 
troversial A-bomb might be a root for a 
future war. The ersatz Japanese protest 
against Western imperialism might have 
been abortive, but it is still a prevue of 
what is likely to result from future West- 
ern imperialism. 

Kato discusses the temper of the people 
when the surrender was announced: 

“Regardless of the futility of resistance, 
the confusion throughout the country, rest- . 
lessness within the Army, the tenuous char- 
acter of governmental control, seemed to 
me to make it touch and go as to what 
might happen when the first American 
stepped on Japanese soil. The Japanese 
people had been suddenly told to withdraw 
from a fight to the death... and their re- 
action was then still impossible to predict.”

Kato was one of four Japanese newspa- 
per men who covered the surrender cere- 
mony aboard the “Missouri.”

The task which the people in 
the British Isles have had to set, 
themselves is beyond anything 


‘it will almost certainly produce 
a radical change in the internal 
life of the British Isles and, at the 
same time, a forced and disorder- 
ly liquidation of so many British 
external commitments that the 
whole situation in Europe, Africa 
and Asia will become inordinately 
more difficult to manage peace- 
ably.

DELINQUENCY LAID 
TO FAULTY CONSCIENCE 


Love and Respect Between 
Parents and Children Called 
‘Cornerstone.” 


The delinquent child is a child 
with a faulty conscience who suc- 
cumbs to impulses and lacks the 
inner authority to hold them in 
check, Miss Helen Ross, admini- 
strative director of the Chicago 
Institute for Psychoanalysis, said 
last night. 

She spoke before an overflow 
crowd of about 550 persons at 
Y.M.H.A.-Y.W.H.A, auditorium, 724 
Union boulevard, under the spon- 
sorship of the Jewish Family Serv- 
ice Agency. 3 

Although she declined to discuss 
the Reardon case because of her 
lack of detailed knowledge of the 
tragedy, Miss Ross told the audi- 
ence that its “interest in that case 
is a commentary on your concern 
about your child.” Last Saturday 
morning, 14-year-old Mary Cath- 
'erine Reardon, shot her father, J. 
Vincent Reardon, causing him to 
‘lose control of his automobile, 
'which resulted in his death and 
the death of Michael D’Arcy, 13, 
who was being returned from a 
St. Charles county tourist cabin 
where the youths had spent the 
night. 

“You are living in the shadow 
of the dreadful events which hap- 
pened last weekend,” Miss Ross 
said, “Your presence here is ex- 
cellent testimony of your interest 
in the problems of family life.” 

In discussing her theme, “What 
Makes a Happy Family?” Miss 
Ross said mutual love, respect and 
admiration between the parents 
and children is the “cornerstone 
of living together, which in turn 
is the basis of all human relation- 
ships.” 

The child must be encouraged 
to develop confidence and recog- 
nize authority in persons, so that 
he may learn what society de- 
mands of him and his place in 
community life, she said. The 
child should be permitted to learn 
at his own tempo, and should not 
be forced to maintain a pace set 
by adults, she said. 
| Essential in the development of 
‘the child’s character are the stand- 
‘ards of social and personal be- 
‘havior which parents demon- 
strate, because youthful con- 
sciences are constructed by the 
examples of their parents, Miss 
Ross said.

Muriel Rahn, Negro soprano 
and recent star of the Hammer- 
stein production of “Carmen 
Jones,” gave a song recital last 
night in Kiel Auditorium, under 
the auspices of Delta Sigma 
Theta sorority. Her program in- 
cluded a discriminating selection 
of English, German and French 
music with several operatic arias 
added for dramatic flavor. 


So far as vocal production and 
quality were concerned, Miss 
tahn proved herself an artist of 
considerable distinction. After 
the first two numbers, whith 
were used for warming up, her 
control was perfect, her voice was 
brilliant in the middle and upper 
registers and had interesting 
though not so powerful low tones.

IT IS becoming physically im- 
possible for me to keep up with 
the mail that comes in day by 
day. I cannot afford to keep a 
large enough office staff, and 
since I left Washington, I have 
had no facilities for doing many 
of the things which the letters 
take it for granted I will be able 
to do. As far as possible from 
now on, when subjects come up 
in the letters about which I have 
information, I will try to give 
that information in my column, 
hoping that it will be generally 
useful, 

But I am not going to be able 
to answer the mail, as I have 
tried to do up to now.

Potato Salad

ODAY’S recipe will yield a 

molded salad that should not 

be disappointing either to 
those who enjoy avocado straight 
or to those who don’t. It’s best 
to ripen the avocado until soft 
as firm butter and in this state, it 
should be mashed with a stainless 
or silver fork instead of forcing 
it through a sieve and exposing 
it to so much oxygen in the air 
which does dull the lovely color. 
But a delicious salad may be 
made from avocado not quite so 
ripe, and then it should be put 
through a ricer to obtain a uni- 
form consistency. A ring mold 
makes an elegant form for this 
unusual salad, but it may be 
turned into a square or rectangu- 
lar cake pan to congeal and cut 
into attractive squares like per- 
fection salad is served. When 
strawberries are in season, use 
them for contrasting color instead 
of the maraschino cherries, 

Molded Avocado Salad, 

One package lemon flavored 
gelatin, one-eighth teaspoon salt, 
one and one-half cups boiling 
water, One firm ripe avocado, one 
teaspoon lemon juice, maraschino 
cherries. 

Combine lemon gelatin and salt 
in a mixing bowl. Pour in water 
and stir until gelatin is dissolved. 
Cool, Peel and rice or mash avo- 
ecado. Add lemom juice and 
blend, Stir avocado mixture into 
gelatin and turn into a three-cup 
square casserole. Garnish with 
maraschino cherries if desired. 
Chill until set. Serve on water- 
cress or lettuce and top with 
French dressing. Four servings.

Making Life 
Difficult for 
The Defense

AM GOING to stop talking 

| about the points you lose as 

declarer and concentrate for a 

moment on the points you might 

win by tempting the defense to do 
your work for you. 

Making life difficult for the de- 
fense is one of the most satisfying 
aspects of dummy play. There is 
little satisfaction, though quite a 
lot of profit, when the defense 
throws a contract at you. But if 
you have planned the manner in 
which they shall throw it, what 
a contentment in leaning back in 
your chair and arbitrating their 
recriminations. 

The really esctatic hands, the 
hands in which you put in an op- 
ponent to squeeze a seething part- 
ner, do not happen often. But 
simpler opportunities are occur- 
ring all the time, mainly with re- 
gard to the trump suit. Take the 
following trump-holding — when 
you can afford to lose only one 
trick: 

NORTH -. Spades, Q5. 

SOUTH — K 10987. 


Without the help of the defense, 
or other indication, you have to 
rely on making the right guess of 
the trump division. But if you 
persuade the enemy to lead 
trumps for you. .

THE BEST and most available 
means of persuasion is to suggest 
that you are trying for ruffs in 
dummy. Often you will be hold- 
ing a doubleton in the same unit 
in both hands. It can never hurt 
to lead it. It often comes off. And 
if by chance you hold a singleton 
in dummy which is’ of no value to 
you, then the play is almost cer- 
tain of success. As in the follow- 
ing hand I played recefitly: 

NORTH — Spades, AJ1076; 
hearts, 3; diamonds, 1065432; 
clubs, 7. 

SOUTH -- Spades 2; hearts, 
AJ109876; diamonds, A8; clubs, 
K QJ. 

Bidding (North and South vul- 
nerable): 

South West North 
1 Heart 1 Spade Double Pass 
4 Heart Pass Pass Pass 

Vest led the king of spades, 
which I won with ace; north had 
not failed to conceal his displeas- 
ure of my take-out of his double, 
which would certainly have been 
calamitous for east-west, so I was 
not too happy on viewing the 
dummy.

It was so easy to make the wrong 
guess,

FORTUNATELY, there was an- 
other alternative. The singleton 
club offered a first rate deceptive 
play. The bidding made it odds- 
on that west held the ace of clubs, 
and when he had won the trick 
with it he would be on the spot. 
And even if the play failed, I 
still had the chance of dropping 
the king, queen of hearts blank, 
So I played the club and put up 
the king. West won, and after a 
heart-breaking trance led the 
queen of hearts from queen, It 
will be seen that any trump play 
by me would have failed, 


This hand is not nearly such an 
ample pat on my back as I have 
made it appear. The play stands 
out the moment you have thought 
of it. And that is just the point. 
Get into the habit of looking for 
these opportunities and you will 
be delighted to find out how many 
of them there are. Next — the 
two-way finesse. '

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House Painter Who Turned Artist 


Hugo’ Pieper, Mild, Veteran Worker, Realizes Dream of a Lifetime 


By Dickson Terry 


CHICAGO, Feb. 13. 

OR more than 30 years, as a 

member of Local 275 of the 

Painters, Decorators and 
Paperhangers. of America, mild- 
mannered little Hugo Pieper 
slapped paint on the sides of 
houses. And for more than 30 
years Hugo Pieper was dreaming 
of something else. He was dream- 
ing that the sides of the houses 
were stretches of canvas and that 
beautiful landscapes were coming 
to life beneath his brush. 


Hugo had no dréams of fame. 
He didn’t even aspire to give up 


painting houses; he just wanted" 


to paint pictures also—to find ex- 
pression for his creative urge. He 
had a feeling that if he ever got 
around to taking a crack at it, 
he could do it. 

It took Hugo a long time to get 
around to it, and during the pass- 
ing years he raised a family of 
three sons and a daughter and 
himself from an ordinary painter 
to the status of a paihting con- 
tractor. Then one day not long 
ago he awoke to the realization 
his dream had come true. He not 
only had painted pictures, but 
they had turned out to be good 
pictures and they had brought 
him a measure of fame and for- 
tune in Chicago art circles. 

Today Hugo Is happy, if a 
little bewildered. He is happy 
because the one-man exhibition 
of his paintings, held in the 
Tudor, Galleries here was a suc- 
cess both artistically and finan- 
cially. He is still a little be- 
wildered, however, by the fanfare 
and publicity which attended his 
introduction into art circles, the 
main feature of which was a 
fancy tea in his honor given by 
the members of the Chicago 
Women’s Club. Hugo, who is 
more at home with a paint brush 
in his hand than a tea cup, had 
only one comment to make about 
the party. With the air of a man 
who has successfully surmounted 
a trying ordeal, he says: “It was 
something.” 

For one thing, he doesn’t care 
much about tea, and for another 
he is a little dubious about the ac- 
claim his paintings received, “I 
wish,” he said, “that someone 
would say that just one picture 
stinks. I want the truth about 
them.” 

Whatever Pieper may think of 
his own work, he will always have 
one believer in Mrs. Pieper, a 
motherly, middle-aged woman who 
was responsible, to a large extent, 
for her husband's finally taking 
the step which resulted in his suc- 
cess. It was she who brought him 
a $100 life membership to the Chi- 
cago Art Institute, which entitled 
him to free study and lecture 
courses at the institute, and which 
turned out to be the making of 
him as an artist. And while Mrs. 
Pieper is highly pleased at the re- 
sults, she has the air of a woman 
who never doubted her Hugo could 
do it, if he ever got around to it. 

Hugo’s. studio is really the 
glassed-in back porch of their 
comfortable apartment in Chica- 
go’s west end. There, surrounded 
by easels and canvas and paint- 
spattered old furniture, she sits 
and knits complacently while 
Hugo paints. She even accom- 
panies him when he sets forth to 
paint landscapes, and when he 
puts up his easel she puts up her 
camp stool, and she knits while 
he paints. é 

She doesn’t pretend to know 
anything about art and she 
doesn't even express a preference 
when Hugo brings forth a bunch

ef paintings representing the two 
sides of his nature and sets them 
up around the living room for our 
inspection. And the two sides 
of Hugo are rather diametrically 
opposed, 

On one side are the calm and 
pleasing landscapes which brought 
him to public attention, and on 
the other side are the abstractions 
which Pieper loves but which few 
people see. “They only saw the 
conservative side in the exhibi- 
tion,” he explained. “This,” indi- 
cating the abstractions, “repre- 
sents another side of me that few 
are allowed to see.” 

It’s probably just as well. We 
sat viewing a canvas which ap- 
peared to be a series of whirls 
and splashes of various shades 
and hue, with here and there an 
exploding rocket and what might 
be objects of some kind sailing 
through space, all combined to 
create a nightmarish effect. “It's 
as good one way as another,” 
Pieper pointed out, turning it side- 
wise and upside down, We agreed 
that it was. 

“It represents,” he explained, 
“a phase which might be, called 
‘non-objective.’ It doesn’t really 
represent anything,” he continued 
with remarkable candor, “and lL 
do it more or lezs subconsciously. 
I have no idea in mind when I 
start out, but I develop it into 
something. This one, for instance, 
has something to do with the 
elements and vegetation and 
man’s struggle with life.” 

“Doeg it make any difference to 
you if people fail to comprehend 
the elements and vegetation and 

struggle with life” we 


do things people understand. But 
you can’t always, It’s like speak- 
ing another language.” 

Hugo’s story started in Ger- 
many where he was born and 
where, after he had finished grade 
school he learned, according to 
custom, his father’s trade, house 
painting. At 19 he came to this 
country, where he continued to 
paint houses, and where he met 
Mrs, Pieper, who had come over 
from Germany when she was 16, 

It wasn’t until 1941 that he pur- 
chased some paints, brushes and 
canvas and tried to realize his 
lifelong ambition. He painted sev- 
eral scenes, including a snow 


acene from his apartment win-

dow, but the results weren’t what 
he had hoped for. “I couldn't 
seem to get on the right track,” 
he explains. 

It was-then that he joined the 
Art Institute and started attend- 
ing lectures: and classes, and it 
was then that he realized there 
is more to art than just the urge. 
But that he had talent was ob- 
vious from the beginning. 

Said George Buehr, his teacher 
at the institute: “He was pretty 
poor when he started, but he had 
talent and he was very determ- 
ined, Every week he would bring 
in a large quantity’ of work and 
it was plain he was spending a lot 
of time at it. While his early 
work was what is, I believe, called 
‘corny,’ in that it was rather lurid 
and sentimental, it showed sensi- 
tivity and promise. There is no 
doubt but that he has improved all 
the time and that he is improving 
in the right directions.” 

Pieper attended classes every 
Monday night and all Saturdays 
and last summer he organized a 
group on his own, composed of 
people who were trying to learn 
to paint in their spare time. After 
work and on Saturdays they 
painted Chicago scenes. The rea- 
son so many of his scenes have a 
twilight aspect about them, Pieper 
points out, is because that’s when 
most of them were painted—after 
work in the evening. 

Recognition came to Pieper 
though a member of his class, Mrs. 
©. G. Fisher, who also belonged to 
the Chicago Women’s Club, Mrs. 
Fisher became enthusiastic about 
Pieper’s work and arranged with 
the club to sponsor an exhibit, 
along with a tea to introduce him 
to art circles, 

Pieper, playing it safe, exhibited 
only his conservative pictures, 30 
of them. The fact that he was 
heralded as the house painter who 
became a landscape painter may 
have had something to do with it, 
but exceptionally large crowds 
flocked to see his work. Many of 
them have come out of curiosity, 
but they went away impressed. 
“A lot of my old customers came,” 
Pieper says with a smile, “and 
they seemed somewhat surprised 
at what they saw.” 

Pieper, now 53 years old, has no 
illusions about giving up his house 
painting and subsisting on his art. 
“Even if I was really good, 1 
wouldn't try it,” he says. “And

EET were made to be used, 
Fou just how many people do 

find theirs adequate to support 
them through one full day’s ac- 
tivities without pain and discom- 
fort? Some do, of course, but 
their numbers are few compared 
to the vast majority who are 
“all-in” after a few hours of stand- 
ing or walking and this is solely 
because their feet have “given 
out.” 

Thousands of otherwise healthy 
people find themselves partially 
incapacitated for either work or 
plny* by painful aching feet. And, 
yet, the following of a few simple 
rules might be enough to prevent 
this sort of thing. 


e Be 


WHERE THE FEET are nor- 
mal, attention to a few simple 
rules will keep them so, They are: 

First, wash the feet frequently, 
bathe them at least once a day, 
dry them thoroughly and use a 
foot powder, made of tale and 
boric acid, afterward. Any simple 
powder will do. 

Second, it is a good plan to have 
at least two pairs of shoes so that 
it is not necessary to wear the 
same pair of shoes two days in a 
row. This will give the shoes a 
chance to dry. It is a good plan, 
too, to change the stockings once 
a day. 

Third, take care in trimming 
the toenails. The nails should be 
cut straight across. Otherwise, in- 
grown nails may develop. 

Fourth, be sure the shoes fit 
properly. For walking and exer- 
cise get shoes that support the 
feet. There is no harm in the 
wearing of high heeled shoes by 
women, but wearing them too 
frequently might lead to foot 
troubles,

FIFTH, exercise the feet regu- 
larly. Wiggling the toes, walking 
on the toes, walking on first one 
side of the foot and then the 
other all will help to keep the foot 
muscles limber and active. 

Sixth, keep the feet dry. If the 
feet should pet wet remove the 
shoes and stockings, dry the feet 
and put on dry shoes and stock- 
ings. 

Seventh, walk in the right way 
with the toes pointed § straight 
ahead and not outward. This 
throws the weight on the strong- 
est part of the feet.

C.B.S. Executive Says It Is; 
Opposed Because of Black 
and White Investment. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13 (AP)— 
Adrian Murphy, vice president of | 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
testified yesterday that rival firms) 


oppose the introduction of color| 
television because they want to

“The sale of black and white} 
receivers in quantity—with an in-| 
vestment of hundreds of millions | 
and perhaps billions of dollars— | 
will result in a tremendous loss} 
to the public unless the commis- | 
sion later decides on “simul-| 
taneous’ standards,” he testified | 
at a Federal Communication Com-| 
mission hearing on a C.B.S. appli-| 
cation to start color broadcasts | 
immediately. } 

By “simultaneous” standards, he | 
referred to a rival color broadcast- | 
ing system developed by National) | 
Broadcasting Corp. and Radio! 
Corporation of America. 

“Since ‘simultaneous standards’ | 
offer no assurance that they can/ 
ever be developed to a point of | 
practicability for broadcast serv-| 
ice, the introduction of color may | 
be delayed almost indefinitely,” | 
Murphy said. : 

Earlier, radio engineers oppos- 
ing the C.B.S. application testified 
that no color television set has 
been developed to serve satisfac- 
torily such large metropolitan 
areas as New York City. 

Dr. Thomas T. Goldsmith, engi- 
neer for the Allen B. Du Mont 
Laboratories, Inc., and other in- 
terests opposing the application, 
said recent tests “prove conclu- 
sively” C.B.8S. has not solved the 
problem of broadcasting at suf- | 
ficient power for color television | 
pictures to be picked up in a ma- | 
jority of city homes.

$2140 A PERSON | 
IS AVERAGE OF SUM | 
HELD IN SAVINGS 


CHICAGO, Feb. 18 (UP)— 
Americans have salted away 300 
billion dollars—more than the na- 
tional debt—in various kinds of 
savings, an analysis showed to- 
day. If this sum were divided 
equally, each person in the coun- 
try would have about $2140 in. 
savings. | 

The analysis was conducted by | 
the Research Council for Economic | 
Security, a privately financed re- | 
search organization supported by 
many large business firms. 

The council said the 300-billion- | 
dollar “nest egg”’ was in the form 
of bank savings, investments and | 
insurance. The figure amounts to 
almost twice the national income, | 
the council said, 40 billion more 
than the national debt and within | 
a few billion of the nation’s esti- 
mated wealth in 1938. 

It broke down the figure as fol- 
lows: Savings (cash, deposits, 
Government bonds), 175 billion; 
privately owned real estate, 60 
billion; investments (stocks, ponds, 
etc.), 30 billion; life insurance (ac- 
tual cash value), 40 billion. 

The council said life insurance 
in force totaled $104,500,000,000.

Sharpening and Care of Knives. 


O you ever get a little envious 

watching a butcher - siice 

through a piece of meat as 
though it were butter? The big 
difference between his technique 
and the hacking blows you hand 
the family roast ig that his knives 
are sharp and he sees that they 
stay that way. 


For getting a dull knife sharp, 
a grindstone or oilstone is about 
the best. A grindstone is better 
than other kinds of grinding 
wheels because the blade of the 
knife is not so liable to get over- 
heated and lose its temper. 
grinding hold the blade so that 
the wheel turns toward the cut- 
ting edge. Use very little pressure 
to hold the blade down and dip it 
in cold water frequently to pre- 
vent overheating. Take your time 
with this job. The oilstone when 
properly used gives a really sharp 
edge. Be sure there is oil on the 


stone; then, holding the blade flat, |-t’." 


move it over the surface always 


toward the cutting edge. No knife | 


will keep its edge for long if it’s 
going to be thrown into a drawer 
full of various kitchen tools. You 
can either buy or make a knife 
rack that will protect that pre- 
cious blade against being dulled 
and, incidentally, keep those sharp 
edges away from the children,
